Radio for Railways? 


Some years ago an American statistician 
( a fiend who makes figures and percentages 
out of every human activity) figured that 
by comparison of death and accident figures 
a passenger in a Pullman car on a regularly 
scheduled passenger train.was safer than he 
would be in his own home. A passenger, he 
said, on a regular flight of any domestic 
Airlines plane was safer than he’d be in his 
own automobile. 

Last week a special flight missionary 
plane was lost on a mountain peak—all 21 
passengers and crew perished. A special troop 
train met disaster with 20 dead in the Ca- 
nadian rockies.. A special Thanksgiving eve 
passenger train in eastern New York wrecked 
and took nearly 80 to their death. 

It seems that special trains running at 
irregular times are more prone to accident 
than regular runs. But we think the CNR, 
Long Island Railroad and others could instal 
short wavé radio on all locomotives. Under 
present system, once a train runs past a 
telegraph station there is no way to signal 
it until it gets to the next whistle stop. And 
then it may be too late. By short wave radio 
the dispatcher could easily intercept any 
train in his division at any point. Each mov- 
ing train could be kept in touch by conver- 
sation between engineers with other trains, 
and avoid disaster due to incomplete or in- 
correct dispatch information. 


More Men Wanted 


Just as the 1950 harvest season draws 
to a disappointing close, with poor Alberta 
crops and poorer harvesting weather, a 
bright spot shines in the winter economy. 
Due to increased orders for lumber and pulp 
wood, more and more men are badly needed 
for the bush this winter. : 

The industry needs workers for all phases 
of the winter operation, and unskilled labour 
is at the present moment being combed 
among displaced persons in Europe. Certain- 
ly, with an expanding lumbering industry 
more men should be brought in from abroad 
if necessary to supply our fequirements. 

But the industry also needs young, healthy 
and intelligent Canadians who will make a 
career of the business. Men who can take 
charge of work parties, scalers and timber- 
men are wanted. 

Near Petawawa, Ontario, a clump of 
pine 200 years old is meeting the woodsmen’s 
axe this winter. There are thousands of 
acres of good standing timber here in Al- 
berta that can be translated into more pur- 
chasing power for our province. Young men 
and older men too, who are not tied down to 
the farm for the winter months should make 
application for a winter lumbering job. Good 


wages are paid and food and lodging is pro- . 
vided 


The late harvest has retarded the season- 
al drift to the bush, so able workers should 
go in as soon as possible.

They’ve got a new fangled in- 
jection that writer Paul de Kruif 
has mentioned in Readers’ Di- 
gest. But it won’t: help you. Your 
condition is physical, alright, but 
it’s also spiritual. As members 
of A.A. say you’ve got to get 
“right thinking’’ and call on that 
Higher Power, which to you may 
be Jehovah, God, or Jesus Christ or whatever your 
conception of the Almighty is. 

Without such spiritual reformation you'll be 
like the Edmonton alcoholic who, having taken the 
dry cure at Ponoka, got off the CPR train at South 
Edmonton Station instead of on’ the North side 
where his friends were waiting for him.

REDWATER SHIP 
TO CARRY OIL 


The Imperial Redwater. 
named after Canada’s largest 
oil field, slid down the ways 
in a perfect launching at 


Port Arthur last week. 
Mrs. C. D. Howe, wife of Can- 


ada’s minister of trade and com- 
merce, christened the big ship with 
traditional champagne. 


The hull took eight months to 
build but was launched in only 


‘seven seconds, 


The new tanker and her sister 
ship, the Imperial Leduc, are the 
largest freshwater tankers in the 
world and the largest ever built in 
Canadian shipyards. They will’go 
into service next spring, moving 
oil from Superior, Wis., to Ontario 
refineries. 

Superior is the terminus of the 
1,127-mile Interprovincial pipe 
line from Redwater. Each tanker 
is expected to move about five 
million barrels of oil in a season. 

The Redwater is 620 feet in 
length, 68 feet wide and 35 feet 
in depth. Speed is 13 knots or 15 
miles per hour, with turbines of 
4,500 horse-power. Each ship will 
make a round trip betwn Sarnia 
and Suprior in five days. 

The ships will carry a crew 

of 36. 

The Imperial Redwater was 
built by the Port Arthur Ship- 
building Co. Ltd., for Pipe Line 
Tankers Ltd., at a cost of about 
$4 million. Imperial Oil will char- 
ter the ship for a 15-year period.
